Thousands descended onto 
the legislature grounds Sun¬ 
day, as the province saw its 
first change in power in dec¬ 
ades and Rachel Notley offi¬ 
cially became Alberta’s 17th 
premier. 

Notley and her 11-member 
cabinet were sworn in on the 
legislature’s front steps, as the 
large crowd, thousands-strong, 
cheered. Notley said she was 
blown away to see so many 
Albertans at the ceremony. 

“It was a massive honour. 
It was overwhelming when I 
looked out and saw how many 
people were there,” she said. 

In her first speech as pre¬ 
mier, Notley said despite the 
tough times the province is

seeing, she believes Albertans 
are an optimistic people who 
voted to see change. 

“We believe that tomor¬ 
row can be a better day and 


that we must work hard to 
make it happen,” she said. 
“It is springtime in Alberta 
and a fresh wind is blowing.” 
At just 12 members, Not¬ 


ley’s cabinet is comparative¬ 
ly small, but she insisted it 
would be up to the challenge. 

“This is a cabinet that is 
built to work and to get the 
job done,” she said. 

Former Edmonton Public 
School Board chairwoman 
Sarah Hoffman, who will serve 
as Health and Seniors Minis¬ 
ter, said she was surprised 
when asked to serve, but looks 
forward to the challenge. 

“I giggled a little bit. I was 
pretty thrilled,” she said. “I 
look forward to seeing how 
I can help Alberta move for¬ 
ward.” 

Helen Sadowslci, who took 
in the ceremony, said she 
thought it was great to have 
government opened up to the 
people. 

“I hope this becomes a new 
tradition in Alberta politics, 
where events like this become 
a public event,” she said. 

Sadowslci said public events 
like this help inform people 
about how their government 
works. 

“It opens up government,” 
she said. “Children and fam¬ 
ilies can learn a lot.”

The key to looking upwards of 
20,000 years into the past will 
soon find a home in Edmonton 
as the University of Alberta is 
set to welcome Canada’s ice- 
core archive. 

Early next year, more than 
40 years of history will be trans¬ 
ported from Ottawa to Edmon¬ 
ton so that U of A researchers 


can become the latest caretakers 
for the collection. 

Biological Sciences professor 
David Hilc said the university was 
eager to bring the collection out 
west, considering the number of 
U of A academics who are focused 
on climate and Arctic research. 

“There’s lots of people excited 
because we have the laboratories 
and now we’ll have access to this 
wonderful national collection of 
material,” he said. 

“That’s one of the unique 
things about ice cores... They’re 
extremely high resolution, be¬ 
cause, of course, snow tends to 
fall in the winter and then you 
have a summer melt and then 
snow the following year. 

“You have these layers you 
can see, even when the snow 
becomes compressed.” 

After funding cuts to Natural 
Resources Canada, the govern-

ment put a call out to facilities 
that could house the collection, 
currently housed in Ottawa’s Ice 
Core Research Laboratory at the 
Geological Survey of Canada. 

Until the samples are re¬ 
located — a task that requires 
a convoy of freezer trucks driv¬ 
ing across the country — the 
university will supplement the 
cost of maintaining the collec¬ 
tion in Ottawa.

When the number of families 
living in city motel rooms began 
to surge late last year Homeward 
Trust swung into action and has 
since helped move 42 families 
into permanent homes. 

“We took some of our re¬ 
sources and put it into what 
we called an urgent families 
initiative,” said Susan McGee, 
the group’s CEO. 


She said they’re working with 
70 more families, but some of 
the challenges are enormous. 
She noted 16 of the 42 families 
they have already housed have 
more than six children. 

“It’s tough 
work,” she said. 

“There are veiy 
few units out 
there for fam¬ 
ilies with com¬ 
plex needs.” 

She said the 
terrible condi¬ 
tions of some 
motel rooms 
also speak to a need for proper 
licensing and standards, because 
social workers ought to be able 
to trust rooms being rented at 
a motel are sufficient. 

But short-term housing is 
only a small part of the prob¬ 
lem, McGee noted. She said the 


real problem is simply a lack of 
rental housing. 

“There isn’t enough afford¬ 
able rental housing,” she said. 
“The rental universe needs to 
be bigger for the market that 
we are and 
the number of 
people moving 
here.” 

Homeward 
Trust is respon¬ 
sible for the 
city’s 10-year- 
plan to end 
homelessness 
and McGee said, 
while the numbers declined last 
year, there were worrying signs. 

“We had an overall reduction, 
but it wasn’t a huge reduction 
compared to previous years and 
16 per cent of people we count¬ 
ed were new to Edmonton in 
the last year.”

Fresh set of eyes 
on police needs

Chronic 
speeders need 
tougher rules,

A new government means a 
new set of eyes to review the 
needs of the Edmonton Police 
department, local police chief 
Rod Knecht told media Friday. 

With several issues plaguing 
beat officers daily, the police 
chief is looking at tackling some 
of the concerns bogging down 
the system by having discussions 
with newly elected Premier 
Rachel Notley and her cabinet. 

Putting the brakes on exces¬ 
sive speeders is a major issue for 
the police chief, with Knecht 
floating the idea of penalizing 
speeders in the city similarly to 
what is done in other provinces 
like Ontario. In some provinces, 
those travelling above 50, 60 
kilometres or more over the 
limit could get the vehicle taken 
away for seven days. 

It’s an idea to deter those 
speeders in Edmonton plaguing 
local roads and highways. 

The new NDP government 
brings an opportunity to also 
“continue the dialogue on Pro¬ 
ject Watch,” said the police 
chief, a year-long investiga¬ 


tion that revealed individuals 
in financial distress are being 
housed in substandard condi¬ 
tions at discount motels on the 
province’s dime. 

Following Metro’s reporting 
on the issue, Notley has already 
said dealing with the problem 
will be a top priority for her 
new Human Services minister. 

Addressing wait times in hos¬ 
pitals is another major issue 
on the to-do list for the police 
chief, who said officers spend 


on average four to five hours 
waiting for individuals to be 
processed. One case saw two 
officers wait 16 hours at an Ed¬ 
monton hospital. 

“We certainly want to work 
with the new government in 
getting a focus on some of these 
issues. At the end of the day, 
you won’t need to buy more 
police officers. We aren’t social 
workers, we’re police,” he said. 
“We can’t be that social agency 
support anymore.”

centre 

proposed 

The city’s front-line workers 
want to help those in need 
in Edmonton by establish¬ 
ing a wellness centre, police 
said Friday. 

The idea for a centre is sim¬ 
ple: create a place where in¬ 
dividuals with mental health, 
addictions or are displaced 
can be brought when jail 
time or a hospital stay isn’t 
necessary. 

But what isn’t simple is 
dealing with these individ¬ 
uals right now, says Edmon¬ 
ton Police chief Rod Knecht 
who wants to eliminate the 
strain on officers having to 
deal with those in need which 
typically extends beyond their 
job role. 

“We have that problem al¬ 
most every shift where we are 
finding somebody in a person¬ 
al crisis...and we shouldn’t 
be taking them to jail, we 
should be taking them to a 
place where they can get the 
help they need,” Knecht told 
media Friday. 

That’s why the new NDP 
government provides hope 
to the police chief who wants 
to get their support in deal¬ 
ing with mental illness and 
addictions. 

Susan McGee, Chief Exec¬ 
utive Officer of Homeward 
Trust Edmonton, has been 
discussing the idea of the 
proposed $7 million centre 
with the police chief because 
there’s a need not just for 
the centre when it comes to 
helping those in need. 

“It’s not a project conver¬ 
sation, when we work to 
end homelessness, how to 
we make sure we get there. 
If we’re going to spend in¬ 
creased resources on capital 
from a facility perspective, 
let’s make sure we’re using 
our facilities as effective as 
possible now,” she said. 

In terms of alleviating pres¬ 
sure from officers, Knecht is 
also putting forward plans for 
a collision centre. 

Mirroring what other 
provinces and some Amer¬ 
ican states have done, Knecht 
wants to create a place where 
people can report non-injury 
collisions without having to 
call the police. 

It’s an idea being discussed 
with the city, added Knecht, 
who floated the idea of using 
revenue from photo radar 
and red light camera tickets 
in the city to fund the centre. 

“We go to 24,000 accidents 
in the city. If we cut that in 
half with a collision centre, 
[...jthat could put a dozens 
of police officers back on the 
street,” he said.

MANITOBA 

Rules vary in 
each province 

The Manitoba government has 
spent public money conducting 
opinion polls and focus groups 
on its Steady Growth, Good Jobs 
advertising campaign, but the re¬ 
sults are being kept secret under 
the province’s freedom of infor¬ 
mation law. 

The data might be publicly 
available in other provinces, be¬ 
cause the laws that dictate what 
governments can keep private 
vaiy from one jurisdiction to 
another. 

In Manitoba, virtually any 
document prepared for the prov¬ 
incial cabinet must be shield¬ 
ed from the public view. That 
includes background informa¬ 
tion such as a 2013 document 
in which the government tested 
the Steady Growth, Good Jobs slo¬ 
gan on a select group of people 
before adopting it. 

“The record was prepared to 
be discussed and/or presented 
to a committee of cabinet and 


relates to the formulation of 
government policy and as such 
is protected,” reads a response 
from the Finance Department 
to a freedom of information re¬ 
quest from The Canadian Press. 

Similarly, a report from focus- 
group testing earlier this year 
on the government’s economic 
agenda is being kept secret. In 
both cases, the government cited 
a section of provincial law that 
blocks the release of any record 
prepared for a minister about a 
matter that is to be discussed 
in cabinet. 

There are similar laws in prov¬ 
inces such as Saskatchewan. But 
in other areas, including Alberta 
and Nova Scotia, only recommen¬ 
dations to cabinet are blocked. 

The Steady Growth, Good Jobs 
slogan was adopted as a way of 
selling the government’s one- 
point increase to the provincial 
sales tax and the infrastructure 
program that much of the money 
is going toward. 

Chris Adams, a former pollster 
and political science professor in 
Winnipeg, said governments will 
typically try out two or three slo-

gans on a focus group and choose 
the one that resonates best. 

The government has taken the 
Steady Growth slogan to radio, 
newspaper, television and online 
advertising. Documents obtained 
by the Opposition Progressive 
Conservatives show $619,000 
was spent over a period of sev¬ 
eral months last year on adver¬ 
tisements and construction-site 
signs. Jobs Minister Kevin Chief 
said the advertising lets people 
know their money is being used 
to repair roads and build public

The NDP is launching its first 
big pre-election ad campaign 
that shows a smiling Thomas 
Mulcair talking about the need 
to bolster Canada’s middle class. 

The 30-second ad, which will 
begin airing on television Mon¬ 
day, puts a spotlight on two goals 
of the NDP in this pre-election 
period — putting a softer focus 
on Mulcair and highlighting 
the middle class as a priority, a 
battleground that the Liberals 
and Conservatives have also flag¬ 
ged for the coming campaign. 

In another sign of escalating 
political activity, the Liberals 
staged a so-called “weekend of 
action,” with candidates and 
volunteers.

Bingo halls play 
a losing game 


QUEBEC 

Industry 
struggles in 
spite of revival 
attempts 

Jean-Marc Crete sits attentively 
on his platform, mic in left 
hand, the potential winning 
ball freshly released from a 
constantly buzzing machine 
that provides the soundtrack 
to the Montreal bingo game. 

He picks up the little yel¬ 
low plastic ball and delivers a 
monotone, bilingual announce¬ 
ment. 

“0 soixante-sept; 0 sixty-sev¬ 
en,” Crete calls, gently slotting 
the ball in a socket on a con¬ 
sole that also acts as his desk. 

The players, mostly over 60, 
follow his every call, methodic¬ 
ally pressing their daubers on 
their papers, releasing a small 
amount of translucent gooey 
liquid onto the right number. 

Crete, who’s about to hit 61, 
says he believes “everyone has 
a little bit of a gambling bug.” 

But for years young people 
who caught the bug have been 
getting their fix elsewhere. 

The remaining 50 or so bingo 
halls in Quebec are losing mil¬ 
lions of dollars every year as 
their traditional clients die off 
and are not replaced. 

“B cinq; B five,” Crete calls 
into his mic. “When we were 
able to smoke inside bingo 
halls they were full of people. 
‘G cinquante-cinq; G fifty-five.’ 
Then they put in the no-smolc- 
ing rule and a lot of smokers 
never came back.” 

The Quebec government, 
which strictly regulates the 
game, has for years tried to no 
avail to revive the seemingly 
moribund industry. 

Jeanne, 78, sitting a few feet 
away from Crete, divides her 


attention between his calls and 
the gossip of her two friends. 

“Way back when, in the early 
’60s, we used to play in Kahna¬ 
wake,” she said, referring to the 
native reserve south of Mont¬ 
real. “We would play for food 
baskets. You know, potatoes, 
regular groceries.” 

Today it’s not unusual for 
players to win hundreds or 
thousands of dollars in one 
night but the chance of win¬ 
ning big is still not enough to 
attract young people. 

It’s not that difficult to 
understand why. 

Crete, whose uniform is a 
sleeveless, button-down red 
shirt and black tie, looks like 
a fast-food counter employee 
in a dingy hot-dog joint. 

His calls echo off the walls 
of the sparsely attended ware- 
house-lilce hall, illuminated

harshly with tube lights hang¬ 
ing overhead from an exposed, 
green-painted ceiling. 

No alcohol is served and 
games can last hours. 

In an era of short attention 
spans and competition from all 
sorts of digital-based gambling 
offerings, traditional bingo 
seems archaic and quaint. 

Hurt most by the decline of 
bingo are the roughly 800 non¬ 
profit organizations in Que¬ 
bec such as churches and com¬ 
munity groups that depend on 
bingo to finance their activities. 

Only non-profits in Quebec 
are allowed a bingo operating 


licence, according to strict gov¬ 
ernment regulations. 

In order to open a bingo hall 
legally, non-profits with bingo 
licences must pool together and 
find an independent entrepre¬ 
neur to open a facility. 

Profits are divided monthly 
between the bingo operator, 
who pays employee salaries 
and other overhead costs, and 
the non-profits associated with 
the hall, according to a formula 
developed by the provincial 
government. 

About five years ago Loto- 
Quebec created Kinzo, mod¬ 
elled after the European ver¬ 
sion of bingo, the profits of 
which are turned over to 
community groups as a way 
to make up for the shortfall 
from traditional bingo. 

The game is tailored to a 
younger generation, explains 
Marie-Claude Rivet, spokes¬ 
woman for Loto-Quebec, the 
province’s gaming authority. 

Kinzo games are shorter and 
some halls where it is played 
serve alcohol, but profits from 
the game are still not enough 
to stem the losses from trad¬ 
itional bingo. 

But while the industry con¬ 
tinues to struggle with drawing 
in young players, the atmos¬ 
phere at the bingo club in 
southwest Montreal is good 
enough for Joyce Lajeunesse, 
70, who says her husband 
drives her to the hall twice 
a week. 

“When I bring my family 
members, they get embarrassed 
because when I yell, everybody 
knows I won,” she boasted. 

Lajeunesse said she has 
taken home more than $25,000 
in 20 years of playing bingo — 
not enough to come out ahead, 
but that’s OK, she said. 

“I like to come and talk to 
people,” she said. “My husband 
and I are alone.”

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Gay couples awake 
to a new Ireland 


EQUALITY 

Plans to draft 
marriage bill 
this week 

Gay couples of Ireland woke up 
Sunday in what felt like a nation 
reborn, with dreams of wedding 
plans dancing in their heads. 

This new reality was sinking 
in after the Irish people voted 
with a surprisingly strong 62 per 
cent “yes” to enshrine the right 
to gay marriage in the countiy’s 
conservative 1937 constitution. 
Thousands of revellers of all sex¬ 
ual identities celebrated until 
dawn after the result was an¬ 
nounced Saturday night. 

The Justice Department con¬ 
firmed Sunday it plans to draft 
a marriage bill this week that 
will permit those taking vows 
in civil ceremonies to choose 


either to be “husband and wife” 
or “spouses of each other.” It 
will ensure that no church is 
required to perform a gay mar¬ 
riage, a key demand of the dom¬ 
inant Catholic Church and also 
the main Protestant and Muslim 
communities in Ireland. 

Deputy Prime Minister Joan 
Burton said she expects the bill 
to become law by early July. Be¬ 
cause existing law requires a 
minimum three-month notice 
for any civil marriages, the first 
gay weddings cannot happen 
until the fall. 

For Sen. Katherine Zappone 
and Ann Louise Gilligan, their 
day has nearly come. Since 2003 
they have fought for legal rec¬ 
ognition of their Canadian mar¬ 
riage, suffering setbacks and 
delays as they sued the state all 
the way to the Supreme Court. 

“For so long, I’ve been hav¬ 
ing to dig in my heels and say 


... Well, we are married. I’m a 
married woman!” said Zappone, 
a Seattle native who settled with 
her Irish spouse in Dublin three 
decades ago. 

“We are now entering a new 
Ireland,” said Gilligan, a for¬ 
mer nun. 

Zappone and Gilligan thrilled 
a crowd of thousands of rainbow 
flag-waving revellers Saturday 
at the results centre at Dublin 
Castle with a playful promise 
to renew their vows. Zappone 
dramatically broke off from a 
live TV interview, stared directly 
into the camera, and asked Gilli¬ 
gan to many her all over again. 

“I said yes to Katherine 12 
years ago at our marriage in Can¬ 
ada,” Gilligan, nearby, shouted 
to the crowd. “And now we are 
bringing the ‘yes’ back home to 
Ireland, our country of Ireland! 
Yes, yes, yes!”

Malaysia finds 
graves near border

HUMAN TRAFFICKING 


Malaysian authorities said Sun¬ 
day that they have discovered 
a series of graves in at least 17 
abandoned camps used by hu¬ 
man traffickers on the border 
with Thailand where Rohingya 
Muslims fleeing Myanmar have 
been held. 

The finding follows a simi¬ 
lar discovery earlier this month 
by police in Thailand, who un¬ 
earthed dozens of bodies from 
shallow graves in abandoned 
camps on the Thai side of the 
border. The grim discoveries are 
shedding new light on the hidden 
network of jungle camps run by 
traffickers, who have for years 
held countless desperate people 
captive while extorting ransoms 
from their families. 

Most of those who have 


fallen victim to the trafficking 
networks are refugees and im¬ 
poverished migrants from My¬ 
anmar and Bangladesh, part of 
a wave of people who have fled 
their homelands to reach coun¬ 
tries like Malaysia, where they 
hope to find work or five free 
from persecution. 

As Southeast Asian govern¬ 
ments have launched crack¬ 
downs amid intensified inter¬ 
national pressure and media 
scrutiny, traffickers have aban¬ 
doned camps on land and even 
boats at sea to avoid arrest. 

Malaysian Home Minister Za- 
hid Hamidi said that each grave 
probably contained anywhere 
from one to four bodies, and that 
authorities were in the process 
of counting, the associated press

the 2001 movie A Beautiful Mind, 
has died along with his wife in 
a car crash on the New Jersey 
Turnpike.

Polish president concedes 
defeat to challenger 

Polish President Bronislaw 
Komorowski conceded de¬ 
feat in the county's presi¬ 
dential election Sunday 
after an exit poll showed 
him trailing Andrzej Duda, 
a previously little-known 
right-wing politician. If 
the exit poll is confirmed 
by official results, which 
are due Monday, it marks 
a significant blow to the 
ruling Civic Platform party 
ahead of more important 
parliamentary elections 
this year.

Thousands evacuated in

Feminists 
feeling ‘very 
positive’ after 
historic event 

Female activists including Gloria 
Steinem and two Nobel Peace 
laureates were denied an attempt 
to walk across the Demilitarized 
Zone (DMZ) dividing North and 
South Korea on Sunday, but were 
allowed to cross by bus and com¬ 
plete what one of them called a 
landmark event. 

The group of 30 women from 
15 countries made a final appeal 
to authorities on both sides to al¬ 
low them to walk across the de¬ 
marcation line, but were turned 
down. The North allowed a South 
Korean bus to cross the demar¬ 
cation line to pick them up on 
the North side of the DMZ and 
transport them over the border 
to South Korea. 


United Nations Command 
officials met the group inside 
the DMZ after they crossed the 
demarcation line, and allowed 
them to march again after the 
final checkpoint on the south¬ 
ern side. 

“We were able to be citizen 
diplomats,” said Steinem, the 
81-year-old feminist pioneer and 
author. 

“We are feeling very, veiy posi¬ 
tive. We have received an enor¬ 
mous amount of support,” she 
said after passing through South 
Korean immigration. 

The group included Nobel 
Peace laureates Mairead Maguire, 
from Northern Ireland, and Ley- 
mah Gbowee, from Liberia. 

The women walked, carried 
banners and sang on the North 
Korean side of the first check¬ 
point leading into the DMZ. They 
were then met by a large contin¬ 
gent of media on the South side. 

The Koreas have remained 
divided since the 1950-53 Korean 
War ended in an armistice, not 


a peace treaty. The DMZ that 
divides them is one of the most 
heavily fortified borders in the 


world. Authorities on both sides 
said they could not guarantee the 
safety of the women had they 


walked across. 

Organizer Christine Ahn, a 
Korean-American peace activist, 


said the group initially wanted to 
walk through the symbolic truce 
village of Panmunjom, where the 
armistice was signed. 

Still, she said the crossing it¬ 
self was a success and a “historic 
event” despite “governments 
setting boundaries.” 

Some members of the group 
expressed disappointment that 
the walk inside the DMZ was 
denied. But Ahn said she was 
satisfied that they were able to 
meet with North Korean women 
during their several-day stay in 
Pyongyang, the North’s capital, 
and to cross through the DMZ, 
which is rarely allowed to any 
form of civilians. 

The women will also meet 
with South Korean counterparts. 

Ahn said the group went to the 
two Koreas to call for an end to 
hostilities on the Korean Penin¬ 
sula, push for a reunification of 
families divided by the war and 
promote dialogue between the 
two enemies.

Iraqi forces lack ‘will to light’: U.S. official 


The takeover of Ramadi by the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) is stark evidence 
that Iraqi forces lack the “will 
to fight,” Defence Secretary 
Ash Carter said, in the harsh¬ 
est assessment yet from a high- 
ranking Obama administra¬ 
tion official of the U.S. effort 
to bolster Iraqi forces to retake 
their territory from extremist 
militants. 

Iraqi soldiers “vastly outnum¬ 
bered” their opposition in the 
capital of Anbar province but 
quickly withdrew from the 
city in Iraq’s Sunni heartland, 
Carter said on CNN’s State of 
the Union. The interview aired 
on Sunday. 

The Iraqis left behind large 
numbers of U.S.-supplied 
vehicles, including several tanks. 

“What apparently happened 


is the Iraqi forces just showed 
no will to fight,” Carter said. 
“They were not outnumbered; 
in fact, they vastly outnum¬ 
bered the opposing force. That 
says to me, and I think to most 
of us, that we have an issue with 
the will of the Iraqis to fight 


ISIL and defend themselves.” 

Iraqi lawmaker Hakim al- 
Zamili, the head of the parlia- 
mentaiy defence and security 
committee, called Carter’s com¬ 
ments “unrealistic and base¬ 
less,” in an interview with The 


Associated Press. 

“The Iraqi army and police 
did have the will to fight IS 
group in Ramadi, but these 
forces lack good equipment, 
weapons and aerial support,”he 
said. “The U.S. officials should 
provide Iraq with advanced 


weapons as soon as possible 
instead of making such state¬ 
ments.” 

The fall of Ramadi last Sun¬ 
day has sparked questions about 
the effectiveness of the Obama 
administration’s approach in 


Iraq, a blend of retraining and 
rebuilding the Iraqi army, prod¬ 
ding Baghdad to reconcile with 
the nation’s Sunnis and bomb¬ 
ing Islamic State group targets 
from the air without commit¬ 
ting American ground combat 
troops. 

Carter defended the use of 
U.S. air strikes as an effective 
part of the fight against the 
Islamic State, but he said they 
are not a replacement for Iraqi 
ground forces willing to defend 
their countiy. 

“We can participate in the 
defeat of ISIL,” he said. “But we 
can’t make Iraq... a decent place 
for people to live. We can’t sus¬ 
tain the victory, only the Iraqis 
can do that and, in particular 
in this case, the Sunni tribes 
to the West.” 
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Iran permits 'managed 
access' to UN nuclear 
inspectors 

Iran has agreed to grant 
United Nations inspectors 
"managed access" to mil¬ 
itary sites as part of a future 
deal over its contested nu¬ 
clear program, a negotiator 
said Sunday, apparently con¬ 
tradicting earlier comments 
by the nation's supreme 
leader. 

"Iran has agreed to grant 
managed access to military 
sites," state TV quoted Iran¬ 
ian Deputy Foreign Minister 
Abbas Araghchi on Sunday. 

Lawmaker Ahmad 
Shoohani, a member of par¬ 
liament's National Security 
and Foreign Policy Com¬ 
mittee who attended the 
closed-door session, said 
restricted inspections of 


military sites will be carried 
out under strict control and 
specific circumstances.

Several civilians killed in

Demographics 
forcing elderly 
sisters to other 
care facilities 

For 98-year-old Sister Angela 
Rooney, it was one of the most 
jarring moves of her life. 

She always thought she would 
live out her days in a convent 
under the time-honoured Roman 
Catholic tradition of younger 
nuns dutifully caring for their 
older sisters. 

But with few young women 
choosing religious life, her 
church superiors were forced 
to look elsewhere for care, and 
in the past year have sent Roon¬ 
ey and dozens of other nuns to 
Jewish Home Lifecare, a geriat¬ 
ric-care complex in the Bronx 
founded as a nursing home for 
elderly Jews. 

“I wanted my convent, my 
great big chapel, my Stations 
of the Cross,” Rooney said. “The 
veiy name ’Jewish Home’ turned 
me off.... I don’t think anyone 
came here with a heavier heart 
than me.” 

Rooney and 57 other sisters, 
ages 73 to 98, have since adjusted 
nicely to their new accommoda¬ 
tions and neighbours, becoming 
an active part of classes and con¬ 
tinuing their ministiy with good 
deeds like holding the hands 
of dying patients on the hos¬ 


pice floor. 

“This is home now,” said 
83-year-old Sister Grace Henke. 
“When we first came, we were 
fish out of water.” 

It’s an unusual situation that 
reflects a reality of U.S. Catholic 
nuns in the 21st centuiy: Few¬ 
er young women are devoting 
their lives to religious orders, 


and those who are already nuns 
are aging and facing escalating 
health care needs. 

There are now more sisters 
over age 90 than under age 60, 
said Maiy Gautier, a researcher at 
the Center for Applied Research 
in the Apostolate at Georgetown 
University. The centre’s 2009 
study found that 80 per cent of 
U.S. nuns were over 60. 

“Their model of caring for 
their older sisters is no longer 
sustainable,” said Robin Eggert, 
president of the Realm consult¬ 
ing group. 

Eggert said a number of 
women’s religious orders have 
partnered with outside organiza¬ 
tions offering skilled nursing, 


assisted living and other levels 
of care, but “We’ve never done 
Jewish before.” 

The Sisters of Charity of New 
York has seen its numbers de¬ 
cline from a 1960s peak of 1,350 
to 270 today, and no new sisters 
had joined in the U.S. in 20 years. 
It was the first order to put out a 
request for proposals that was an¬ 
swered by the non-profit Jewish 
Home Lifecare. Two other orders 
based in Manhattan, the Francis¬ 
can Handmaids of the Most Pure 
Heart of Maiy and the Missionary 
Sisters of the Immaculate Heart 
of Maiy, followed. 

Several of the nuns now liv¬ 
ing at Jewish Home said they 
were very happy after some 


original hesitation. 

“We’ve almost all, 95 per cent, 
accepted and acclimated. Those 
who were resistant have kind of 
calmed down,” said 92-year-old 
Sister Rosemarie Bittermann. 

“It certainly fit our needs,” 
said Sister Loretta Theresa Rich¬ 
ards, 86. “We can stay together, 
we have our own little chapel. 
They went out of their way to 
find a space for us to have Mass. 
I have to say it was so nice. I was 
a little reluctant, because I took 
a vow of poverty.” 

Some things are different, 
however. While Jewish Home Li¬ 
fecare is now nondenominational 

— most residents are Christian 

— its Jewish heritage remains 
apparent, with a resident rabbi 
and kosher-style meals in the 
independent living residences. 

“I miss the bacon,” Richards 
said. Added Sister Maria Goretti 
Mannix, 83: “I notice that we 
never get ham or pork chops. 
The food is good, though.” 
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Nuns a benefit for home 

Regina Melly, a senior 
vice-president at Jewish 
Home Lifecare, said the 
sisters have greatly bene¬ 
fited the Bronx campus. 

"This has succeeded more 
that we could have imagined," 
she said. 

"From the beginning, they 
talked about continuing their 
ministry here, and they've 
touched the other residents 
and staff from the day they 
arrived. You'll see, in the din¬ 
ing room, they don't sit all 
together, they sit with the 
other residents. The people 
here love them." 


A Detroit-area woman turned 
116 Saturday, but she offers no 
secret for a long life. 

“There’s nothing I can do 
about it,” Jeralean Talley of 
Inkster said ahead of her 
birthday weekend. 

Talley will celebrate her 
birthday twice, including 
a party on Sunday at her 
church, New Jerusalem Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist. The Gerontol¬ 
ogy Research Group considers 
her to be the oldest person in 
the world, based on available 
records, followed by Susannah 
Jones of Brooklyn, New York, 
who turns 116 in July. 

“You’re more likely to win 
the lottery than to reach this 
age,” said Robert Young of 
Gerontology Research. 

Talley bowled until she was 
104 and still likes to catch 
fish. A daughter, Thelma Hol¬ 
loway, tells the Detroit Free 
Press that her mother still has 
a sharp mind. 

She was born in Montrose, 
Georgia, in 1899 and moved 
to Michigan in the 1930s. Tal¬ 
ley’s husband died in 1988 
at age 95. 

“Her No. 1 rule is to treat 
people how you want to be 
treated,” said godson Tyler 
Kinloch, 21, who fishes with 
her. “I definitely carry that 
with me every single day.” 

Talley received $116 — a 
dollar for every year — at an 
event Thursday at a local of¬ 
fice of the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services. The attendees in¬ 
cluded U.S. Rep. John Conyers. 
The Democrat is the longest- 
serving member in the House, 
but even at 86 he’s three dec¬ 
ades younger than Talley, who 
lives in his district. 

“I thank you very, very, 
very, very much,” Talley told 
the crowd.

Legal light 
ends as woman 
trades consent 
for freedom 

A Florida woman jailed in a 
long-running dispute over her 
son’s circumcision has been re¬ 
leased after nine nights behind 
bars. 

Heather Hironimus, 31, posted 
bond and was released Saturday 
night, jail records show. 

She’s been portrayed as a mar¬ 
tyr by anti-circumcision advo¬ 
cates around the countiy. 

Hironimus and her four-year- 
old-son’s father, Dennis Nebus, 
have been warring for years 
over whether to have the boy’s 


foreskin removed. She initially 
agreed in a parenting agreement 
filed in court, then changed her 
mind, triggering a long legal 
fight. Circuit and appellate judges 
have sided with the father. 

Hironimus went missing in 
Februaiy, and ignored a judge’s 
order that she appear in court 
and give her consent for the sur- 
geiy to be performed. A warrant 
was issued, but she wasn’t lo¬ 
cated until May 14 at a Broward 
County shelter where she was 
staying with her son. 

Brought before Judge Jeffrey 
Gillen on Friday, Hironimus again 
declined to sign a consent form 
and she was advised she would 
remain jailed indefinitely. After 
the hearing recessed she recon¬ 
sidered, and reluctantly agreed, 
sobbing as she put pen to paper.

Teen prisoner’s plight stirs controversy 


A teenage basketball player 
unable to post bond on a low- 
level burglary charge ended 
up ingesting screws, needles, a 
4-inch (10-centimetre) piece of 
metal and other objects while 
behind bars, leading the jail to 
spend more than $1 million in 
medical care on him. 

Authorities at Cook County 
Jail told the Chicago Tribune 
the case of 17-year-old Lamont 
Cathey highlights the hazards 
of institutionalizing impression¬ 


able youths, some of whom have 
mental health issues. 

“This case to me is a perfect 
example of the failure of the 
criminal justice system,” the jail’s 
executive director, Cara Smith, 
told the newspaper. “It’s been a 
crushingly sad and very frustrat¬ 
ing case.” 

The newspaper says the sher¬ 
iff’s office moved the Chicago 
teen into a newer section of the 
jail last week and that his condi¬ 
tion appears to have improved. 


Cathey has been in the jail 
for 16 months following his ar¬ 
rest for an alleged theft, after he 
couldn’t post a $5,000 cash bond. 

It’s only since a plea deal that 
was supposed to let him attend a 
boot camp fell through last year 
that he began swallowing objects, 
including a thumbtack, strips of 
leather and even parts of a med¬ 
ical device he had dismantled. 

“He’s literally eating the jail,” 
Smith said. 

Cathey has been hospitalized 


two dozen times and had several 
operations to remove objects 
from his digestive tract. 

Cathey piled up other char¬ 
ges while at the jail, including 
allegedly shoving a guard. That 
could mean time in state prison. 

His lawyers have said in court 
filings that he urgently needs 
psychiatric treatment. 

“Lamont requires structured, 
long-term psychiatric residential 
treatment,” one of the defence 
filings said, the associated press

Wireless carriers automatically 
renewing customers’ contracts 
without their consent; clients 
being kept on hold for hours 
while trying to cancel their ser¬ 
vices; mysterious charges from 
unknown third parties popping 
up on customers’ phone bills: 
These were some of the most 
commonly cited allegations in 
hundreds of complaints lodged 
by consumers with the CRTC 
about telecom companies be¬ 
tween January and August of 
2013 obtained via Access to 
Information legislation. 

A few of the appeals are 
heart-wrenching. One com¬ 
plainant alleges Bell wouldn’t 
stop harassing him about his 
deceased wife’s account, even 
though he had paid it off. 

Another wrote to the CRTC 
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in desperation, accusing Bell 
of shutting off service for an 
“unknown reason” and that 
five calls to the company had 
failed to resolve the problem. 

BCE Inc., Rogers Communi¬ 
cations Inc. and Telus Corp. say 
the number of complaints filed 
about telecom companies has 
been steadily declining as all 
three companies have worked 
to improve customer service. 

Ottawa has introduced a 
number of regulations in re¬ 
cent years to address some 
of the issues contained in the 
complaints. 

An annual report from the 
complaints commissioner sug¬ 
gests the measures are having 
an effect.

11,340 complaints by the end 
of 2014 — down 17 per cent 
from the previous year.

More than a year after it 
was supposed to open, the 
Metro Light Rail Transit — 
Edmonton’s first brand new 
line since 1978 — is ready. 
Well, almost. The city is testing 
it and finding just minor bugs. 
MacEwan and NATT students 
could be gliding to school on 
rails by mid-June. 

No, seriously. I know we’ve 
heard it before: Late 2014. No, 
Februaiy 2015. No, March. 

May OK, June then. June it is! 
#CautiouslyOptimistic. 

Actually June probably 
is accurate. Otherwise the 
signals contractor, Thales Rail 
Signalling Solutions — which 
has been criticized for not 
being ready to integrate its 
technology with Edmonton’s 
existing LRT — would not 


have handed the city control 
of the line. 

Even if passengers board in 
June, questions remain. Must 
Edmonton continue working 
with Thales, even as the mayor 
has asked the city auditor to 
investigate the process? Will 
the company and the city head 
to court? 

And what of the Metro 
Line’s eventual extension? 

It’s only logical that it run 
on Thales software. But as 
LRT design and construction 
manager Wayne Mandiylc 
told me, the city’s not eager 
to sign again with the French 
multinational. “If it were 
today, I’d probably say no. Five 
years from now? We’d have to 
reevaluate their performance.” 

Some of Thales’ systems, 
like Vancouver’s Canada 
Line, have gone smoothly, 
but others haven’t. In Greater 
Manchester, England, a 
court battle resulted from 
costly delays caused by 


signal glitches one MP called 
“shambolic.” In Oslo, Norway, 
problems with e-ticlceting 
led the city to fire Thales. 

An independent report from 
Oslo’s Institute of Transport 
Economics said Thales 
“undervalued the project” and 
“lacked understanding of the 
Oslo situation.” 

Are these stories similar to 
Edmonton’s? The city’s Metro 
LRT request for proposals, 
which Thales’ bid won in 2011, 
was apparently clear about 
the challenges of Edmonton’s 
decades-old technology. When 
I asked Thales for details, a 
representative said only the 
company has a culture of 
“finding solutions to issues 
that could not be known 
during a proposal phase.” 

Mandiylc said he was 
unaware of issues in other 
cities, but wasn’t surprised. 

LRT companies struggle to 
integrate new and old tech 
around the world. Signalling 


problems with other LRT firms 
have disappointed citizens 
from Beijing to Boston. 

That hasn’t kept Edmonton 
from withholding the 
maximum-allowed $20 
million of Thales’ $55-million 
contract until 12 months 
post-completion. The city has 
effectively fined contractors in 
charge of other projects, but 
is reluctant to impose similar 
penalties on LRT for fear of 
discouraging competitive 
bidding — a problem for a 
city with a $1.8-billion budget 
for LRT in the near future 
and a desire for the veiy best. 
Thales will have a relationship, 
no matter how sour, with 
Edmonton for the 20 to 30 
years its systems are in use. 
Three teams, by the way, are 
left in the running to develop 
the Valley Line. Thales didn’t 
bid.

Dheepan wins 
top prize in 
another year 
of great films, 
terrible turkeys 

A French thriller spotlighting 
the plight of traumatized refu¬ 
gees building new lives captured 
the Palme d’Or top prize at the 
Cannes Film Festival on Sunday. 

As countries around the world 
grapple with an influx of people 
fleeing global crises, a juiy led 
by Hollywood filmmakers Joel 
and Ethan Coen chose the grit¬ 
ty picture Dheepan, about Sri 
Lankan asylum seekers by ac¬ 
claimed French director Jacques 
Audiard, among 19 international 
contenders. 

“To receive a prize from the 
Coen brothers is something 
pretty exceptional,” Audiard 
said, clutching the trophy. 

“I’m veiy touched,” he said. 

Audiard, a Cannes favour¬ 
ite, specializes in films about 
broken people looking for fresh 
starts, as in critical triumphs 
such as A Prophet, Rust and 
Bone and The Beat That My 
Heart Skipped. 

In Dheepan, novelist and 
former child soldier Antony¬ 
thasan Jesuthasan plays an ex- 
Tamil Tiger fighter escaping Sri 
Lanka’s brutal civil war. He and 
two strangers — a woman and a 
nine-year-old girl — pretend to 
be a family to make it to France 
on fake passports. 

Once they arrive in a rough 


housing estate on the outskirts 
of Paris, the makeshift family be¬ 
gins to bond and Dheepan must 
use his battlefield experience to 
keep the three of them safe from 
drug gangs waging a turf war. 

Antonythasan himself fought 
for the Tamil Tigers from the age 
of 16 before making it in 1993 on 
a fake passport to France, where 
he was granted political asylum. 

Audiard, who spoke to his 
actors through an interpreter 
on set, told reporters during 
the festival that he “couldn’t 
have placed Sri Lanka on a map” 


when he started working on the 
screenplay. 

He had rather sought “to ap¬ 
proach a love stoiy from a com¬ 
pletely different angle” and offer 
a portrait of his country from the 
perspective of outsiders look¬ 
ing in. 

Other winners 

The harrowing Holocaust drama 
Son of Saul by Hungarian new¬ 
comer Laszlo Nemes, offering 
unflinching depictions of the gas 
chambers of Auschwitz, claimed 
the Grand Prize, runner-up for 
best picture. 


“This continent is still haunt¬ 
ed by this subject,” Nemes said. 

And The Lobster, a surreal, 
pitch-black comedy about mod¬ 
em love by Greece’s Yorgos Lan- 
thimos and starring Colin Farrell 
and Rachel Weisz, bagged the 
third-place Jury Prize. 

Best director honours went to 
Taiwan’s Hou Hsiao-Hsien for the 
visually lush, slow-bum martial 
arts film The Assassin. 

The nine-member panel hand¬ 
ed the best-actress trophy to two 
winners: U.S. star Rooney Mara 
for the lesbian love stoiy Carol, 


which also stars Cate Blanchett; 
and France’s Emmanuelle Bercot, 
in the doomed romance Mon 
roi (My King) by fellow actress- 
tumed-filmmaker Maiwenn. 

In a strong night for the host 
country, France’s Vincent Lindon 
won best actor for his moving 
turn as a job-seeker standing up 
for his dignity in The Measure 
of a Man. 

Mexican director Michel Fran¬ 
co clinched best screenplay for 
Chronic starring British actor 
Tim Roth as a nurse caring for 
dying patients, afp

Swedes once 
again the 
Heroes of 
Eurovision 

AWARDS 



Nation has a 
long history 
of pop music 
supremacy 

Hundreds of elated fans wel¬ 
comed Eurovision Song Con¬ 
test winner Mans Zelmerlow 
upon his return Sunday to 
Sweden, a mini-superpower 
in the world of pop music and 
six-time champion of the glitzy 
song fest. 

Sleep-deprived and smiling, 
the 28-year-old singer-TV host 
arrived at Stockholm’s Arlanda 
Airport draped in a Swedish 
flag and waving the Eurovi¬ 
sion trophy. 

“I’ve longed for this mo¬ 
ment for 10 years, and now 
here it is,” said Zelmerlow, 
who won the contest Saturday 
in Vienna with the thumping 
club anthem Heroes. 

With two victories and two 
third places in the last five 
years, Sweden seems to have 
cracked the code of the com¬ 
petition, where voters across 
Europe pick the winner among 
entries representing various 
musical styles and traditions. 

Five other entries in this 
year’s contest had Swedish 
songwriters or choreograph¬ 
ers, including runner-up Rus¬ 
sia. In 2011, Azerbaijan won 
the competition with a song 
written by Swedes. 

“Among Swedes, (Eurovi¬ 
sion) is the biggest thing next 
to the World Cup,” Swedish 
radio host Tara Moshizi told 
national broadcaster SVT. 


Mans Zelmerlow is the latest Swede to win the Eurovision Song Contest, the associated press 
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The only country with more 
Eurovision wins is Ireland, 
with seven. 

Part of Sweden’s Eurovi¬ 
sion success can be traced 
to its long record of making 
pop music with a mass appeal 
worldwide. 

ABBA — which won 
Sweden’s first Eurovision 
title in 1974 — Roxette, Ace 
of Base, the Cardigans, Robyn 
and the Swedish House Mafia 
are just some of the country’s 
chart-topping exports. 

In addition, Swedish song¬ 
writers and producers have 
helped shape the sound 
of international stars like 
Britney Spears, Backstreet 
Boys, Katie Perry and Lady 
Gaga. 

However, winning Eurovi¬ 
sion doesn’t necessarily lead 
to sustained international 
stardom. Many winners are 
one-hit wonders who fail to 
break out of the Eurovision 
bubble — exceptions include 
ABBA and Celine Dion, the 
Canadian who competed and 
won for Switzerland in 1988. 

Zelmerlow, who became 
known to Swedes in TV talent 
shows a decade ago, resisted 
making bold predictions 
about what his euro-victory 
would mean for his career, 
though Heroes already is 
climbing charts around the 
world. 

“You never know what Euro¬ 
vision can do,” he said. “But 
I hope that it opens some 
doors.”

I have a young friend whom we 
will call Meg who is 23, has a 
great job, and is thinking of buy¬ 
ing her first home. She came over 
for tea to run the plan past me. 

She and her boyfriend, 
Jackson, will move into the 
home together. They’ve al¬ 
ready saved a down payment 
of $25,000. Meg’s take-home 
pay is $4,000 a month net. Jack¬ 
son’s is $2,000. 

While the bank says they will 
qualify for up to a $300,000 mort¬ 
gage, Meg and Jackson think 
that’s too much debt. They’re 
thinking of buying a $250,000 
home. (No, they’re not in a ma¬ 
jor city, so property values aren’t 
as high.) 


We ran some numbers and 
built some scenarios to see what 
we would see. 

First up, CHMC mortgage 
insurance: If you put less than 
20 per cent down on a home, 
you’ll have to buy insurance from 
CMHC so that if you can’t make 
the payments the bank is off the 
hook for the loss. The premiums 
for mortgage insurance are cal¬ 
culated as a percentage of the 
loan and depend on your down 


payment. 

For Meg and Jackson buying a 
$250,000 home, amortized over 
25 years with 10 per cent down, 
their premium would work out 
to $5,400. Hey, what’s another 
$5,400 if that gets them into a 
new home liclcety-split, right? 

Well, actually, it won’t be 
$5,400 if Meg and Jackson do 
what most people do and just 
roll that premium into their 
mortgage. Over the life of the 


mortgage at just five per cent 
for the total amortization, that 
premium will end up costing 
$9,421 when you add on the 
interest. To add insult to injury, 
if you default, the bank’s butt is 
covered but CMHC will take you 
to court to recoup any losses they 
eat in the deal. So much for that 
premium you paid. 

Next up was the “renting is a 
waste of money” question, which 
was why Meg and Jackson were 


so fired up about buying as soon 
as possible. Friends, family, the 
world had told them that rent¬ 
ing is like flushing money down 
the toilet. Why would you waste 
money paying off someone else’s 
property? 

I took Meg to a mortgage cal¬ 
culator website to show her how 
much of your monthly mortgage 
payment would go to interest in 
those early years. We put in the 
mortgage amount (house price - 
down payment+mortgage insur¬ 
ance) of $230,400, at five per cent 
for five years with a 25-year amor¬ 
tization. The payment popped 
up: $1,340 a month. She smiled. 
That was completely manageable 
and she was thrilled. 

But hang on now, said I, how 
much of that is actually going to¬ 
wards your principal? I pointed 
to the Term Interest Cost, which 
was a whopping $53,922.35. So 
of the $80,400 in payments 
Meg and Jackson would make 
on their mortgage in the first 
five years, 67 per cent or $899 
a month would go straight to 
interest. Add on the cost of prop¬ 
erty taxes ($200/mo) and home 
insurance ($75/mo) and they’re 
up to $1,174 a month in money 
spent that does nothing to pay 


off their new home. Hey, that 
looks like rent to me! 

We also talked about all the 
costs associated with home buy¬ 
ing that most people don’t think 
about — costs like the appraisal 
fee, home inspection fee, land 
transfer fees, water/septic tests 
(if you’re outside a major city), 
reimbursement of prepaid prop¬ 
erty taxes, costs to set up new 
accounts, and legal fees. This 
can be anywhere from 1.5-4 per 
cent of the price of the home 
you’re buying. 

In the end, Meg decided she 
and Jackson would rent for a 
couple of years, building up their 
down payment and stashing cash 
away for their closing costs so 
they wouldn’t end up strapping 
their cash flow just when they 
were most likely to need to buy 
some new stuff. 

If you don’t own your own 
home in your 20s, you’re not a 
failure. Home ownership used 
to be a goal in itself. Now it 
seems have turned into a step¬ 
ping stone: buy a fixer-upper 
now, buy a bigger house in 
five years, then buy a monster 
home. People follow “the plan” 
without giving much thought 
to the costs.

Robert De Niro urged new gradu¬ 
ates at New York University’s 
Tisch School of the Arts on Fri¬ 
day to keep fighting to create 
careers in the arts even though 
it probably would have been 
easier if they had picked some¬ 
thing more practical. 

“The graduates in account¬ 
ing? They all have jobs. Where 
does that leave you? Envious 
of those accountants? I doubt 
it. They had a choice. Maybe 
they were passionate about ac¬ 
counting, but I think it’s more 
likely they used reason and logic 
and common sense to research 
a career,” the two-time Academy 
Award winner said. 

“But you didn’t have that 
choice, did you? You discovered 
a talent, developed an ambition 
and recognized your passion. 
When you feel that, you can’t 
fight it. Just go with it. When it 
comes to the arts, passion should 
always trump common sense.” 

De Niro, who quit high school 
to pursue an acting career, was 
the honoured speaker at the rau¬ 
cous ceremony for 1,200 gradu¬ 
ates at The Theater at Madison 
Square Garden. 

The actor’s 15-minute speech 
was peppered with expletives 
as he warned that many in the 
audience — future directors, 
actors, producers, musicians, 
singers, dancers, choreograph¬ 


ers, filmmakers, writers and 
photographers — faced a life¬ 
time of rejection ahead. But he 
challenged them to keep going. 

“Now that you’ve made your 
choice — or, rather, succumbed 
to it — your path is clear. Not 
easy, but clear. You have to keep 
working. It’s that simple,” said 
De Niro.

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Put the squeeze on 
high blood pressure 


Research shows isometric handgrip works 


High blood pressure affects millions of 
Canadians, and despite the risk for serious 
health problems like heart attack and 
stroke, about one in three don’t have their 
blood pressure under control. 

Nineteen out of 20 Canadians will de¬ 
velop it in their lifetime, but getting blood 
pressure under control can be difficult. 

Exercise has long been recommended to 
reduce blood pressure; today, an emerging 
area of focus involves something called 
isometric exercise. 

Unlike aerobic exercise, which requires 
movement, isometric exercise is done when 
a person contracts their muscles without 
moving a body part. Research has zeroed in 
one form, called isometric handgrip therapy, 
which involves tensing the hand muscles.

“Research shows that isometric handgrip 
therapy works for many people if it is done 
right, which means talking to your doc¬ 
tor before beginning and then following a 
program that sets out the intensity level and 
frequency,” says Dr. Philip Millar, PhD, As¬ 
sistant Professor at the University of Guelph, 
who specializes in clinical cardiovascu¬ 
lar physiology and has studied isometric 
handgrip therapy. “Like aerobic exercise, 
this kind of therapy needs to be guided and 


progress monitored because people can 
easily overdo it, or do it and have no impact 
at all. Simply squeezing something at an 
unknown intensity level is not a safe or ef¬ 
fective approach.” 

A new device called the Zona Plus uses in¬ 
novative technology to help put the benefits 
of isometric handgrip therapy within reach, 
Handheld and shaped like a joystick, it has 
a computerized screen that guides patients 
with screen prompts through a personal¬ 
ized isometric handgrip therapy routine 
that takes 12 minutes per day, five days per 
week.

Own up to your 
blunders to 
keep the trust 
of colleagues 



Even the most diligent double¬ 
checkers inevitably make mis¬ 
takes at work. Whether it’s an 
easy-to-fix slip or a more com¬ 
plicated bungle, owning up to 
missteps can be both embar¬ 
rassing and frightening. But 
while it’s tempting to pretend 
the flub never happened, the 
way you handle your mistake 
will have a significant impact 
on its consequences — both 
for your organization and for 
yourself. 

As soon as you notice the 
gaffe, press pause on how you 
react. Although it’s important 
to move swiftly, panicked con¬ 
fessions will make your mistake 
— and you — seem sloppy. Be¬ 
fore gushing apologies to eveiy 
manager, team member and 
intern within earshot, quickly 
assess the costs of your fault 
and make a preliminaiy plan 
for its rectification. Don’t initi¬ 
ate solo damage control unless 
you are positive your solution 
won’t further disrupt your com¬ 
pany’s workflow. Worse than 
making one mistake: bandaging 
it with another mistake. 

When ’fessing up, own up.

Visit your superior in-person 
and provide a clear, composed 
breakdown of what happened. 
Apologize, once, then focus on 
mending your wrong. This is 
not the time to spew a blame- 
shifting stoiy about how Roger 
in Sales gave you the wrong 
numbers. 

Accepting accountability 
when things go wrong is just 
as important as doing things 
right. It’s unavoidable that cer¬ 
tain mistakes, especially those 
that cost money or big chunks 
of time, can bruise the trust 
between you and your boss. 
But providing an honest and 
thoughtful explanation dem¬ 
onstrates that you still deserve 
their confidence in you. 

Once you’ve explained what 
went wrong, tackle why it hap¬ 
pened. Is your mess-up a rare 


smudge on an otherwise blem¬ 
ish-free track record? Nobody 
gets through their career with¬ 
out tripping from time to time. 
But if you’re regularly cleaning 
up your own spills, it might 
be time to address the cause. 
Whether it’s lack of motiva¬ 
tion, carelessness or a need for 
more guidance, investigating 
(and addressing) the root of 
your goofs will help pre-empt 
further oversights. 

When you make a mistake at 
work, it can feel like a reputa¬ 
tion killer. But in reality, few 
mistakes will be so severe as to 
drastically change your profes¬ 
sional standing. Manage your 
mistakes proactively and your 
lapse will be quickly forgotten. 
What won’t be forgotten: your 
smooth response to an uncom¬ 
fortable situation. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

Masking your true colours 
could be a moral issue: Study 


The drive to be true to our¬ 
selves, a concept that encom¬ 
passes individual values and 
emotional tendencies, could be 
so ingrained in Western culture 
that disguising them makes 
us feel immoral, according to 
a new study published in the 
journal Psychological Science. 

Examples include faking en¬ 
thusiasm for something we 
have no desire to do or trying 
to make friends in a group 
whose values differ from our 
own — acts that could produce 
feelings of moral distress in 
the individual. 

Such feelings of impurity 
leave us in a cloud of guilt that 
inspires us to cleanse our souls 
through charitable acts, says 
the research team that hails

from three top-ranked Masters 
of Business Administration 
(MBA) programs in the U.S. 
The researchers even sug¬ 


gest the psychological conse¬ 
quences of acting out an in¬ 
authentic version of oneself 
could be compared with those 
of behaviours such as lying and 
cheating. 

These acts are each a viola¬ 
tion of being true, whether to 
others — in the cases of lying 
and cheating — or to oneself, 
in the case of inauthenticity. 

What’s more, they could 
promote the urge for physical 
cleansing, according to the re¬ 
searchers. 

Data was collected from par¬ 
ticipants’ writings in which 
they described a time they felt 
inauthentic, reporting lower 
moral self-regard and rated 
themselves as less generous 
and co-operative, afp

GPS shoes, 
phone-based 
communication

GPS shoes that track the where¬ 
abouts of the wearer is just one 
of many new technologies that 
is impacting the jobs of health¬ 
care professionals. 

Trackable shoes could be espe¬ 
cially useful to nursing homes, 
not only to help find lost pa¬ 
tients, but because they can relay 
key information about a home’s 
programs and services. 

Dan Levitt, the executive 
director of Tabor Village in 
Abbotsford, B.C., said the foot¬ 
wear could help indicate that 
seniors without dementia who 
wander away from assisted liv¬ 
ing facilities like Tabor aren’t 
having their needs met. 

“Someone that might have 


been a walker or runner or liked 
to adventure outside of their 
house eveiy day, that need never 
dissipates,” he said. “It’s up to 
us to find ways of encouraging 
seniors to leave their residences.” 

He said GPS shoes would come 
in handy to count the number 
of times a senior leaves the fa¬ 
cility other than to go to a doc¬ 


tor’s appointment. If seniors 
leave often, that could indicate 
that the care home needs more 
outings and activities that take 
residents beyond the walls of 
the nursing home. 

The tracking on GPS shoes is 
real-time, adding them to the 
long list of gadgets that allow 
us to access data instantly. The 


ability to quickly share content 
with people across the world has 
transformed health care across 
the world. For example, in 2014, 
during the Ebola outbreak, a 
mobile phone-based communi¬ 
cations system called mHero 
allowed front-line workers to 
track the deadly disease. 

New innovations like the 


shoes and communications 
system are encouraging organ¬ 
izations to create more jobs in 
the field. In the past year and 
a half, the Canadian Agency 
for Drugs and Technologies in 
Health (CADTH) has hired two 
new patient engagement officers. 

“Patient perspective and pa¬ 
tient input into how technology 


is used in health care is vital,” 
said Michelle Mujoomdar, as¬ 
sistant chief scientist at CADTH. 
“We’ve seen many new positions 
created in the field of patient 
engagement.” 

In the next 10 years, Levitt 
thinks there will be more of an 
emphasis on engaging groups 
that have been largely left out 
of technology, such as seniors. 
“Having Wi-Fi available in a 
nursing home or in facilities is 
a no-brainer,” he said. “We’ve 
got to allow them to be able to 
do things like check their own 
health record.” He also suggested 
letting seniors schedule a bath 
using Outlook versus having the 
staff tell them when their bath is. 

As the tools and target audi¬ 
ence for health technology 
continue to evolve and change 
the way practitioners work, 
Genevieve Moineau, president 
and CEO of the Association of 
Faculties of Medicine of Can¬ 
ada, has a few words of caution. 

“As health-care providers now, 
we have a screen in front of us,” 
Moineau said. “As we allow tech¬ 
nology to support us, we need 
to remember that the most im¬ 
portant aspect of care is the hu¬ 
man aspect.”
